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AN ACT in relation to heal thcare.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the
Notice to Health Carriers Act.

Section 5. Definitions. For purposes of this Act:

"Adverse action” neans any action by the Departnent
reduci ng, [imting, restricting, inpairing, suspending,
revoki ng, denying, or failing to renew the Ilicense of a
physician or other licensed health care professional.

"Departnment” means t he Department of Professional
Regul at i on.

"Health carrier” or "carrier" means an entity subject to
the insurance laws of this State that contracts or offers to
contract to provide, deliver, arrange for, pay for, or
rei nburse any of the costs of health care services.

"Licensed health care professional” neans an individual
who is licensed or otherwi se authorized by law to provide

health care itens and servi ces.

Section 10. Required notice. Wenever the Departnent of
Prof essional Regulation takes any adverse action against a
physician or other licensed health care professional, the
Department shall notify each health carrier that requests
that information not later than 7 days after the close of
the nonth in which the action is taken, except that the
Departnent may by rul e designate categories or types of cases
in which nore tinely notice is appropriate and specify a

deadline for the notice in those cases.

Section 15. Contents of notice. The notice required by
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Section 10 shall be in such a form as the Departnent may
require and shall specify the adverse action taken, the date
on which the action becones effective, and any corrective
actions taken by the Departnent including, but not limted
to, requiring the physician or other health care professional
to obtain additional continuing education credits or other
trai ni ng, except that the notice may not include any
individually identifiable health information with respect to
a patient of the physician or other licensed health care

pr of essi onal .

Section 20. Effect on health carrier contracts. A health
carrier may inpose a limtation, restriction, suspension, or
termnation on the agreenment under which a physician or
licensed health care professional who is the subject of a
notice wunder Section 10 furnishes health care itens and
services to participants, beneficiaries, or enrollees of the
health carrier effective on or after the date upon which the
noti ce under Section 10 is provided to the health carrier, if
the health carrier determnes that:

(1) the physi ci an or i censed heal th care
pr of essi onal poses an immnent threat to the health and
safety of participants, beneficiaries, or enrollees of
t he pl an;

(2) the physi ci an or i censed heal th care
prof essi onal has engaged in fraudulent activities wth
respect to the health carrier or has provided fal se or
m sl eading information to the health carrier or wthheld
information from the health carrier on matters rel ating
to the professional conduct or qualifications of the
physician or licensed health care professional; or

(3) the adverse action of which the health carrier
was notified pursuant to Section 10 removes or

significantly inpairs the ability of the physician or
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Iicensed health care professional to furnish health care
items and services to participants, beneficiaries, or

enroll ees of the health carrier.

Section 25. Immunity. A physician or licensed health
care professional who is the subject of a Ilimtation,
restriction, suspension, or termnation of the agreenent
under which the physician or health care pr of essi onal
furnishes health care itens or services to participants,
beneficiaries, or enrollees of a health carrier shall have no
cause of action for damages arising fromsuch action of the

health carrier.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect upon
